Claims 1-8 and 10-26 (renumbered as 1-25) are allowed. The closest prior art is 
Barnikol-Oettler et al. (AN CA62:11871e, CAOLD, DN 62:66733, HCAPLUS, abstract 
of J. Prakt. Chem. (1965), 27(1-2), 18-23). 

The 17-methylene steroids of the invention have a hybrid-type profile of action in 
the sense that they act as inhibitors of Salpha-reductase and simultaneously as gestagens. 
The data presented in Tables 1 and 2 show a hybrid-type profile of action of the 
compounds according to the presently claimed invention. These compounds and their use 
were neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
